Hospital last night after he 
had been freed from the metal| 
cab of his 20-ton machine in' 
a dramatic three-hour rescue 
effort. 

The operator, J. J. Dawson, of| 
401 Fourth St., Fitzgerald, was! 
trappéd beneath the mammoth | 
crane when it toppled from a! 
flatcar along the Atlantic Coast) 
Line right-of-way beyond Ben 
Hill, 

A quickly-formed rescue squad 
using makeshift apparatus suc: 
ceeded in lifting the heavy ma. | 
chine at 3:22 p. m. Dawson had 
been held prisoner since before 
noon. A waiting Grady doctor ad. | 
ministered first aid and rushed 
him away in an ambulance. 

Work crews digging ditches in 
n isolated area on the right-of- 
way watched in horror as the 
crane, mounted atop the flatcar 
and equipped with a 50-foot boom, 
crashed downward. — 

Spectators said metal sides of) 
the crane protected Dawson from | 
being immediately crushed to| 
death. He suffered internal in-| 
juries, possible spinal injuries and | 
a possible fractured pelvis.

The Regents Act on the Strayer Report 


It is gratifying to note the Board of 
Regénts is following the suggestions out- 
lined in the report of the Strayer Com- 
mission, which recently completed a com- 
prehensive survey of the entire Univer- 
sity System. Cea 

At its first meeting since receiving the 
Strayer recommendations, the Board Wed- 
nesday voted: ! 

1. To give the medical school at Au- 
gusta autonomous standing, removing it 
from the jurisdiction of the University in 
Athens. 

2. To make the former woman's col- 
lege at Valdosta coeducational. 2 

3. To reorganize the college of agricul- 
ture so as to co-ordinate teaching, research 
and extension services. 

Prodded by the Strayer report’s dec- 
laration that 5,000 students in the Uni- 
versity System are housed in dormitories 
which are veritable firetraps, the Board 
began consideration of a plan, ‘proposed 
by State Auditor B. E. Thrasher, Jr., 
whereunder new dormitories would be 
constructed. with . $18,000,000 which the 
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Trustees of the Teacher’s Retirement Fund 
have made available for investment. Un- 
der the Thrasher plan, self-liquidating rev- 
enue certificates would be issued the Re- 
tirement Fund. This would not only pro- 
vide badly needed additional student hous- 
ing, but Pension Fund reserves would earn 
a good interest rate. The plan is a good 
one, well worthy of its originator who, in 
the words of Board of Regents Chairman 
Hughes Spalding “has been «he most gift- 
ed man in the State government over the 
years.” 

Action on one of the most far-reaching 
of the Strayer recommendations—to di- 
vorce the State’s junior colleges from the 
University System—was postponed pend- 
ing legislative action. But the Regents 
have demonstrated thtir intention of fol- 
lowing the well-qualified suggestions as 
rapidly as possible. )

‘Tax Inequities Ought To Be Ironed Out 


WASHINGTONW—One of the glowing inequities which Congress will seek to correct when it 
comes to consider tax revision at the current session concerns the abuse that has grown up in the 
use of charitable and education trust provisions of the present law as a means of escaping taxes 


which ordinary Business must bear. 

Public attention to the system of abuse as 
practiced by some of our institutions of higher 
learning has just been called by President Har- 
old Stassen, of the University of Pennsylvania. 
In a report submitted to the Association of 
American Colleges, meeting in Cincinnati re- 
eently, he was sharply critical of the trend 
among our colleges in buying up businesses or 
entering into “dubipus” partnerships with in- 
dustrial companies in a manner to abuse their 
tax exempt status under the Federal income 
tax laws. 

But the colleges and universities are not the 
only offenders. Many persons and companies of 
large means have taken refuge behind the chari- 
table and educational trusts to avoid the corpo- 
rate levies the Government imposes on business 
enterprise. 


Here is how the system works: An incor- 
porated business concern pays a Federal tax 
of 38 percent on .its net profits. But if the 

- company is taken over or acquired by an in- 
stitution operating as a charitable or educa- 
- tional trust, it pays no Federal tax. ‘That 
means that a business or industrial concern 
operating under such a trust has a 38 percent 
advantage over any competitor in its field. 


. Jt would be able to undersell its competitor 
by 25 percent and still have a profit margin of 
13 percent above normal. Obviously, if the prac- 
tice were extended far enough all competition 
would be wiped out. An advantage of 38 percent 

profit margin is enough to make any com-

To show how the inequities work out, Mr. 
Stassen, a former Governor of Minnesota, cited 
the case of two companies in the same business 
operating side by side, and both making the same 
amount of profit, $100,000 a year. If one pays 
the 38 percent corporate tax to the Government 
it has $62,000 left for its stockholders. But if the 
other is operated as a charitable trust, it pays 
no tax, although it pays the original owner $80,- 
000 for operating expenses and keeps « net 
profit of $20,000 for itself, In that way the bene- 
ficiary of the trust has made a net profit of $20,- 
000 and the concern has made $18,900 more 
than its competitor. 

What is disturbing about the system is that 
the Government loses much needed’ tax revenue 
through the deal. Also, business concerns in 
competition with the charitable trust owned com- 
panies are disturbed. 


The extent of the abuse will be revealed 
in a special report the Treasury is expected 
to make to Congress on the subject shortly. 
In the last revenue act provision was made 
for all such charitable trusts to report on 
the amount of their >» regardless of 
whether or not they were required to pay 
corporate taxes.

These analyses effectivély dispose of the argument that through a 
general ‘sales taxa large group can be reached ‘and compelled to 
bear a share of the burdens of government who “do not now pay

So, in trying to solve our tax problems, there are two things 
that stand out crystal clear: There is no nontax-paying group that 
we can shove the burden off on; and nobody is going toe be re- 
lieved of any present tax burden.

Burden Though disappointing to many in its failure to recom- 

mend some plan for the immediate relief of the State’s 
pressing financial problems, the. report of the Tax Revision Com- 
mittee contains a great deal of.very valuable information, and-:the 
report doubtless will be used with profit by those shaping tax" légis- 
lation either at this session of the General Assembly or at a later 
session.

Needs These declarations, Boiled down, simply’mean that the 
people demand more services; that revenue should be

Basically, that is perhaps what the Committee would, have pre- 
ferred to recommend. Of course, such a recommendation would 
have been accompanied by suggestions for the withdrawal of the 
State from the field of ad valorem taxation, the abolition of so-called 
“nuisance taxes,” etc. et , 

Those who, like the egg analyzers, feel that the necessities of 
life already carry more than a fair share of the tax burden, and 
who believe in the application of the “ability-to-pay” theory of tax- 
ation, will regret that the Committee did not follow through with 
a recommendation in line with its expressed sentiments. .To those 
who are already giving a large slice of income to the Federa] Gov- 
ernment, the Committee’s suggestions will cause nightmares. Even- 
tually, perhaps, there will be a compromise of the two points of view.

Editor Constitution: I noted the news article 
on the front page of the paper Jan. 16 in which 
it is stated that one out of every ten persons is a 
mental case and unable to work because of 
mental illness. 


Once one has ever been in the psychopathic 
ward of the hospital, it is a-great stigma to live 
down, and even if-the person is capable of work- 
ing he will lose months of employment, and it 
may even be years before he is restored to his 
previous earning power. Also it usually impairs 
his self-respect because of the misunderstanding 
of family, friends, and other people. 


It is wiser, I believe (from what I’ve learned 
from bitter experience and through talks with 
people who have solved their nervous problems), 
to change to a lighter job and take treatment 
from a doctor in his office than to stop work 
entirely and go to the hospital. The heartache 
and havoc caused to the family, and loved ones 
of the patient, besides the patient’s feeling of 
futility, because of the long convalescent period 
necessary after the hospitalization treatments, 
makes the results questionable, to say the leAst. 
In many cases, a vacation in time, would do more 
good and in the long run be cheaper in time and 
money.

A Dairy. Woman Speaks 


Editor Constitution: Have been reading about 
the proposed cut in the price of milk to the 
producer and the propaganda about the reduc- 
tion in the price of feeds or cost-of production. 
I just can’t sit idly by and not enter a plea for 
the farmers. 


Even if they do have the permanent pastures, 
the seeds and fertilizers aren’t any cheaper. 
Some of the seeds are $2.52 per pound. Fer- 
tilizer is $60 per ton. If a farmer is fortunate 
enough to have his own machinery, he is taxed 
for owning it besides having to pay a higher 
price plus tax for the fuel he uses. Even ‘ff he 
does have a good pasture, he has to have some 
feed for the cow while she is being milked. 
That isn’t any cheaper. The equipment and cost 
of same (some unnecessary) that the City De 
partment of Health forces us to use isn’t any 
cheaper. We are also’ required to have our 
herds tested regularly—who pays the vet? The 
dairyman, of course. If one is even a suspect 
we are forced to dispose of it at a give-away 
price, then replace it with one that’s about three 
times as high. The price of getting the milk to 
town so our city brothers can have it for nothing 
isn’t any cheaper, either. 


‘Does the farmer and dairyman ever get a 
vacation with pay? No. It’s a 24-hour-per-day; 


365-day-a-year job with him, hot or cold. Not 
even Suntlay off. Would the city man get up 
before daylight and go out with it freezing cold 
or pouring rain and milk a herd of cows? No. 
Let the farmers do it, then give us the milk. 
Don’t ever let anybody make you believe that 
the cost of producing milk is any cheaper.

NEW YORK—There is a moral parallel between the conduct of Johnny Mara- 
gon, the former Kansas City bootblack, before one committee of the Senate and the 
conduct of Henry Morgenthau at an earlier inquiry. Maragon was indicted. He 
was alleged to have made false statements concerning his own bank accounts and 


other matters. 


These matters were absurdly trivial by comparison with the subject 


which Morgenthau discussed while Ed Foley and Oscar Cox kept silent. This subject was the Lend- 
Lease Bill which cost the American people $11,000,000,000. 


Maragon was under oath and so was subject 
to the penalties for false swearing. For no 
stated reason, Morgenthau was not asked to 
to swear that the testimony which he gave on 
Jan. 28, 1941, regarding the origin of the Lend- 
Lease Bill would be the truth, the whole truth 
and ear but the truth. Foley was general 
counsel of the Treasury.

Cordell Hull wrote: “I held discussions in 
my office with Morgenthau and his associates, 
chiefly E. H. Foley, General Counsel of the 
Treasury, and Oscar S. Cox.

Morgenthau 
and his assistants took the burden of drafting 
the necessary legislation after lengthy discus- 
sions with us. . They brought their drafts to 
the State and other interested departments... .’ 


To me a few weeks ago, Foley admitted that 
there was intent to deceive Congress in that the

that Lend-Lease had originated “downtown.” 


Later, having carefully read Morgenthau’s 
reticent replies, I taxed Foley with his conduct 
in failing to stand forth, and raised a question 
of honesty, because, as a lawyer and an em- 
ployee of the Government, he had a duty to tell 
the Senators that he and Cox wrote the bill. He 
replied that the origin of lend-lease “appears to 
be clouded in your mind” and went into a sort 
of paraphrase of Morgenthau’s deviousness.

8. Season both sides to taste. 
Arrange on hot platter, pouring 
over it the pan.drippings.

If you are planning to keep 
foods in the freezer compart- 
ment of your refrigerator for 
less than two weeks, you can 
use ordinary household waxed 
paper to wrap them. For long- 
time storage, however, foods 
must be enclosed in moisture-va- 
foe ona materials, such as cel- 
phane or aluminum foil. —
